The full flavor of the Early American home is retained in the modern and livable house 
he rewith illustrated, 
It is designed for a side hill lot and fits most admirably to such a location. 
T he corbeled overhang of the second story, the large chimney, the dovecotes, the char­ 
acteristic “woodshed” treatment of the Living Porch which connects with the garage, and the 
low hung eaves of tho latter, all have the true spirit of the Early American days. 
ITie first story of the front is of brick whitewashed, in fact the entire exterior with the e x ­ 
ception of the roof should be whitewashed with a tinted wash, very pale yellow, green or blue. 
The roof should be stained a weathered gray. 
I he color scheme should he one of unity so as 
to form a pleasing foil for the planting and the natural surroundings. 
I he plan arrangement of this house is also worthy of study. 
A cellar extends under the main portion of the house and provides the laundry heater 
space, coal storage and such. 
A large attic with a disappearing ceiling stairway is also provided. 
T h e house measures 84 feet 4 inches across the front and should have a IOO foot lot. 
Cost, about $ 10,400.
